tions. 


That's the size-up by Edwin V. McKenzie, 


prominent criminal lawyer on the Pacific coast. 


Do you agree with McKenzie? 
The cases he refers to "have all been so-called 


sex crimes. They have involved moral issues of 
much discussed nature. Few people in the street 
have agreed on them. Only recently, three su- 
preme court judges in California were unable to 
agree on the status of the eternal triangle. Mixed 
juries involve the situation even more." 


Woman generally is either very liberal or very 


strict on sex and morals. 
On this'subject she 


forms a very decided opinion, a personal code that 
she sticks to through thick and thin. 


Men usually are more tolerant, more flexible on

HARVESTING SUPPLY OF ICE| 


Few Tools Are Required on Average 


Farm and It Is One of Real 


Paying Crops, 


(Prepared by the United States Department: 
of Agriculture ) 
I 


Cooling milk on the farm will reducel 


milk losses. All tliut is required is a! 
supply of ice and a little cure. Natural) 
ice can he harvested on fiirms where! 
85 per cent of our milk is produced, 
and it Is one of the real paying crops 
of the furtn. Few tools are required, 
and for the average farm two saws, 
two pairs of tongs, two ice hooks, one 
pointed bur and one straight board for 
marking, should be sufficient. 


The llr.st thing ,to do is to provide 


a place to store the ice. If ice is scarce- 
and hard to put up, it would probably • 
be well to build an ice house, plans for 
which may be obtained from the dairy , 
division, United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
When Ice is abundant 


and easily harvested It may be cheaper 
to disregard the shrinkage factor and 
store It in a pit, cellar, shed or other 
place, and Insulate it with sawdust or 
shavings. If this is done 20 to 50 per 
cent additional ice should be prdvlded 
to allow for shrinkage. 


Where cream only is to be cooled 


allow at least one-half ton of ice per 
cow. For cooling milk, allow 1% tons 
per cow. These quantities should be 
enough to leave a margin for house- 
hold use; but It is better to have too 
much than too little. Whenever prac- 
ticable build the ice house in the form 
of a cube, allowing 45 cubic feet of' 
space for each ton of ice. 


The pond or stream selected for cut- 


ting ice should, of course, be free from 
dirt or contamination from barnyards, 
privies or refuseTieaps. The Ice should 
be kept clear of snow, as snow retards 
freezing. When it has frozen to a suf- 
ficient depth mark off the surface into 
cakes of the desired size, making sure ., 
(hat the lines form rectangles. Cut out 
a strip of ice (with the saw) the width 
of the cake desired, and force this strip1 
under the lcs,<thns forming » channel 
to the landlng-and loadlng-pferw. Large 
strips may then be sawed off and float- 
ed to the landing, where they may be 
cut up into cakes. These cakes are 
then hauled to the storage place and 
packed in as close together as possible, 
and all cracks and air spaces filled in 
with sawdust. 
Cakes that are cut 


squarely and are uniform In size and 
shape pack together with less air space 
ana are convenient to handle.

pany had a more successful year than 
most 'business concerns the past year. 


Stockholders; officials of the organ- 


'zation, and others interested in the 
jrojeet, will celebrate the first anni- 
•prfary of the founding of the plant on 
March 25, Mr. Nordby said. 


Organized under the state co-oper- 


ative law, which provides that no man 
may hold more than $1,000 worth of 
stock and entitled to only one vote, 
with maximum dividends to stockhold- 
ers set at 8 per cent, the Frank 'n 
Creamery made a net profit of $37,000 
for the nine months of operation in 
(921, according to a statement Janu- 
ary 1, 1922. 
Although capitalized at 


SJ,000,000, only $280,000 worth of stock 
has Tjcen issvied. A 2 per cent divi- 
dend was paid to stockholders the first 
year, 25" per cent was put in as re- 
serve and 3 per cent was set aside for 
educational purposes.

"The $20,000 returned to consumers 


was paid according to the consumers 
consumption," Mr. 'Xordby said. "The 
amount was pro-rated among those 
buying milk, payments being made- In 
cash. Several, howe*er, made pur 
chases of stock with the dividends."

ceive nominal salaries, Mr. Nordby 
aaid.
